Synoposis? of Regulations for Disposal 
of Minerals on Dominion Lands in 
Manitoba, the Northwest Territories 

nd the Yukon Territory 


Coal.—Ceal lands may be purchas- 
ed at $10 per acre Sor soft 
and $26 for antiracile. Not more 
than 320 acres can be acquired by 
one individual or comrany. Royalty 
at the rate of 10 cents per ton of 
2000 pounds shall be collected on the 
gross outpu’, 

Quartz—Persons of eighteen years 
amd over add joint stock companies 
holding freé miners’ certificaites may 
obtain entry for mining location. 

A free muner’s certificate is grant- 
ed for one or more years, not/exceed- 
ing five, upon payment in advance 
of $7.50 per annum for an_ indivi- 
duel, and from $59 to $100 per an- 
mum for a company, according to 
capital. 

A free miner, having discovered mi- 
meral in place, may locate a claim 
3,500 by 1,500 feet by marking out 
the same with two legal posts bear- 
fing location notices, one at each 
end of the line of the lode or vein 

The claim may be recorded withim 
fifteer days if located within ten 
= a mining recerders office, 
one Mditional day allowed for every
